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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. The amendment filed 6/21/04 has been 
entered. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. This was made to 
cancel out the non-allowable claims 21-24, 34, 35, and 39. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Robert Crawford on 9/27/04. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendment filed 6/21/04 brings out the distinguishing features of closeting in a virtual 
closet the partial data sets as well as make clear that the articles are passed from 
different article providers, different from each other and the host site. The Examiner's 
amendment cancelled out the broader claims. Invention is a novel method for online 
viewing of articles via a host web site that is web-linkable to different article provider 
sites. The online viewer links to the host site and selects a structure and type of article. 
The hostsite is used to link to different article provider websites which each pass images 
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of articles of the given type to the host site via the web. Partial data sets respectively 
corresponding to different ones of the passed images are closeted in a virtual closet. 
Then at the host site, a composite image is generated from the passed image and the 
structure, representing for viewing as a single object the structure modified with the 
article corresponding to the passed image. The prior art comes close in various 
aspects. Various methods exist to combine articles on a given model (Weaver, Fisher 
et al), but these articles (apparel for example) are all from the same provider. Websites 
such as Weddingchannel.com pass articles from different providers, but do not combine 
any images or form a composite image. In fact, images are not even handled on the 
same screen. The present invention, combining articles from a different provider to a 
different host site structure, with the virtual closet feature, in the context of the claims 
(25 amended - method, 36 amended - apparatus), are not set forth in the prior art of 
record.
